Germany's Reds 
Open Offensive 
Of Their Own 


Supported by Russian 


Occupation Authorities, 


Inspired by Coup 


in Hungary

Berlin, June 14 (/P)—Germany's 


Communists—supported by Rus- 
sian occupation 'authorities and in- 
spired by aggressive Communist 
tactics in Hungary 'Jmd elsewhere 
in Europe—were embarked today 
on what an American official called 
n "summer offensive" of their own. 


This offensive1 is being waged by 


the Soviet-sponsored, Communist- 
dominated Socialist Unity party 
(S.E.D.) with campaign headquar- 
ters in Berlin, where the repre- 
sentatives of Russian Communism 
and western democracy are in 
constant contact us they attempt 
to give four-power administration 
to 
I his city and to Germany. 
The Communists' principal ob- 


jectives, as interpreted by respon- 
sible American officials are: 


.1. To regain* full control of Ber- 


lin's city government—lost in a re- 
sounding election defeat last1 Oc- 
tober—possibly by forcing nn early 
new election, 


'2. To spread Communist influ- 


ence into the western zones of 
Germany, occupied by the U. S. 
anci Britain, through an intensified 
propaganda 
attack on British- 


American policies. 


3.'To 
quicken' enactment of 


their economic policies in the Rus- 
sian zone of Germany, overriding 
such political resistance as still 
exists there. 


Troillct Rfd Campaign 


In Berlin, American sources pre- 


dicted, the Communists might soon 
launch a campaign for a new elec- 
tion before the end of 1947. 


Berlin's temporary constitution 


provides that the next election be 
held in the fall of 1948, but the 
Communists are itching to make a 
full recovery of the top positions 
from which they were thrown in 
the city's first postwar election 
last October. 
Then the S.E.D., 


backed strcngly by the Russians, 
got only 19 per cent of the vote 
while the Social Democrats ob- 
tainetl more- than 48 per cent of 
the vote while the Social Demo- 
crats obtained more than 48 per 
cent, in a four-parly race. 


From this blow" the Communist 
S.E.D. rebounded with a campaign 
of effective hamstringing of the 
Socialist city government.

The veteran, William Bruce of 
Bucna Park, Gal., followed his Nisei-enemy 
long enough to secure the license number of 
his car. He turned it over to the F.B.I., who 
did the rest. Other survivors of the camp, 
now living in scattered parts of this country, 
supported Bruce's identification of their 
torturer. 


He, one Kawakita, was born in California 


In 1921 and accompanied his father to Japan 
in 1939. The father returned to this country 
and was interned as an enemy alien, but the 
son remained to become foreman of a Japa- 
nese nickel mine. Here he is accused of hav- 
ing 
assigned 
American soldier-prisoners 


working under him to impossible tasks, 
maliciously mistreated them, subjected them 
to gross indignities and incited Japanese of- 
ficials to further brutalities against them. An 
American-born citizen, he had no trouble re- 
entering the' United States after the war, 
Now that his war activities have caught up 
with him, he will be tried for treason. 


Vengeance is a poor cure for wrong. It is 


not in itself sufficient; basis for prosecution. 
But for the sufferings, and for the honor, of 
those thousands of Nisei who valued their 
American birthright enough to fight for their 
country, a just trial of the one who is ac- 
cused of betraying that birthright is the only 
possible solution. 


In the great effort now being made by 


civilized nations to restore a shattered 
world, too many people are ignoring the situ- 
ation and "passing by on the other side." 
The burden is the burden of all civilized men.

THE- PRESIDENTIAL, VETO 


In all the discussion as to whether the Presi- 


dent will or will not xeto certain bills, it needs to 
be made clear that the President of the United 
States, by a Constitutional provision, has the right 
to veto hills passed by Congress. Article I, Section 
7 provides: 


"Every. Bill which shall have passed the House 


of Representatives and the Senate, shall, before it 
become a Law, be presented to the President of 
• the United States; If he approve he shall sign it, 
but if not he shall return it, with his Objections to 
that House in which it shall enter the Objections 
at large on their Journal, and proccd to reconsider 
it. If after such Reconsideration two thirds of that 
House. shall agree to puss the Bill, it -shull he 
sent, together with the Objections, to the other 
House, by which it .shall likewise be reconsidered, 
and if'approved by two thirds of that House, it 
shall become a Law . . . " 


It also provides: 
" . . . If any Bill shall not be returned by t.hc 


President within ten Days (Sundays excepted) aflei- 
it shall have been presented to. him, the Same 
shall'be a Law, in like Manner as if he had signed 
it, unless the Congijoss-by their Adjournment prc- 
vcnt iU Return, in which Case it shall not be a 
Law." 


This provision gives the President legislative 


powers and is a check upon the Congress. Our 
system ot government is one of checks and balances 
among the three branches of government and one 
may not. interfere with the prerogatives of the 
other. Government by checks and balances is, at: 
times, inefficient 
and 
lime-wasting but 
it 
docs 


safeguard our people from tyranny of the individual 
or of the.majority. 
.' 
The President has not often vetoed a tax meas- 


ure. The Constitution specifically delegated to Con- 
'gres» the power to tax, the language of Article I, 
Section 8 reading in part: 
, 


"The Congress shall have Power To lay and col- 


.lect Taxes, Duties; Imposts and Excises shall be 
uniform through the United States." 


In recent years, there has been a tendency for 


the Executive lo initiate fiscal measures, but Con- 
gress lias this year reasserted its prerogative. Also, 
In'- recent years, taxes arc no longer uniform, the 
Community Property arrangements 
giving some 


states an advantage over others. Furthermore, the 
Courts have held that certain taxes are not taxes 
at all, as, for instance, the "processing taxes" un- 
der the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 


The President has no power to levy taxes, to 


prepare' a budget, to expend money, lo pay debts. 
He may make recommendations to Congress, as 
any citl/en might, but the power rests with Con- 
gress. Tlie President, however, may veto any bill, 
no matter whether it is passed by a majority of 
the elected representatives of the people. He need 
not even explain why he sets his judgment against 
theirs. He need only pursue his prerogatives. 


On the other hand, vetoes have often proved 


to be unpopular, the people feeling that: the Presi- 
dent hail presumed to flout the common will. Most 
vetoes, however, pass unnoted and there have been 
many in American history, 


In England, the-Prime Minister possesses no 


veto/although theoretically the King docs, but the 
King would not dare use it.. The Prime Minister 
is a member of Parliament, elected as such; our 
President is not a member of Congress. The Prime 
Minister is always the leader of the majority party 
in Parliament; the'American President need not be 
that as, indeed, he is not today. In.fact, a President 
may not even be in-control of his own party as 
Herbert Hoover was not during the last year of his 
Administration. 
l 
. 


The result is, in the United Stales, as it cannot 


be in England, that those who are elected to the 
national legislature on a specific platform and who 
form Ihc majority may find the public will flouted 
by a President. Sometimes the'public will shifts and 
/the President more nearly represents public opin- 
ion; most often, he merely is actuated by private 
judgment. It is a confusing system.

CAUSES OF ASTHMA 


Until recently, as the cause was unknown, asth- 


ma was. taken for granted. Thc<palient went through 
the attack sitting up in bed or on a chair, often 
supported by his elbows or his knees. His face be- 
came dark, breathing-'in short and breathing out 
Jong, in some cases. In other cases, breathing was 
long, in and out, with wheezing, continuous cough- 
"Ing, and finally getting-rid of a little plug of mu- 
cous. The attacks usually lasted from minutes lo a 
couple of hours. 


it is only during Ihc past two years thai; physi- 


cians have recognized Ihut aslhma was a group of 
symptoms of a syndrome, and that while the drug 
adrenalin (epinephrlne) would relieve attacks, there 
were two "main" causes. 


"Where asthma begins before the age of 30, the 


cause is allergic- unless proved otherwise. 
When 


asthma begins after 40, the cause is not allergic 
unless proved otherwise. To know the age, onset is 
vital." This quotation by Dr. Francis M. Rachc- 
mann, Boston, appeared in an editorial in "Clinical 
Medicine." 


Like many other ailments, the causes of asthma 


come from within the body itself or from conditions 
outside the body. This, if the cause is from without, 
allergy or sensitiveness to various substances such 
as dust, pollen from plants, furs, feathers, foods, 
the patient can move away or avoid the substances 
causing the asthma.. Sometimes, by going into a 
hospital in a- well-ventilated, clean or air-condi- 
tioned room, the patient avoids the attacks com- 
pletely, thus showing the allergy to be the cause. 


Where the cause is inside the body—such as dis- 


turbances of nose, throat and bronchial tubes — 
these disturbances must be corrected before the 
patient is made free of asthmalic'attacks. 


Another cause of asthma, more recently discov- 


ered, is emotional disturbances. Emotional disturb- 
ances can upset the nose, throat and bronchial tubes 
just .as they upset heart, stomach and blood ves- 
sels. 


While the treatment of an. asthmatic allack can 


usually be controlled by injections of cpinophrine 
(adrenalin), the cause should be sought, remember- 
ing that the history ot the attacks will usually point 
out the cause.

It may be due to defolia- 
tion by insects or the . ravaging 
work t of • borers and 
fungus - dis- 
eases. In that event, a tree ex- 
pert should be called in for ad- 
vice. 


But in any event, Prof. .Hollis- 
ter says all trees should be given 
a summer insecticide spray at this 
time.
